Defeated

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Resi- 


dents of Little Rock and Hot 
Springs who would like their 
liquor "by the gulp rather than 
by the gallon" suffered a sober- 
ing defeat Thursday in the Ar- 
kansas legislature. 


The 
House and Senate de- 


feated within minutes of each 
other bills that would have per- 
mitted the two cities to call 
elections 
to decide whether to 


legalize the limited sale of 
mixed drinks. 


The 
vote 
in 
the 
Senate 


mounted to 15 "ayes," three 
short of passage, before last- 
minute vote switching put the 
final vote at 8-26. 


The House bill failed 44-47 


after 
debate 
in which propo- 


nents argued that the legisla- 
ture should pass the measure 
in order to allow the cities to 
decide the issue themselves. 


Reconsideration was given in 


both houses. This means the 
bills could be brought up again 
within three days. Rep. B. G. 
Hendrix of 
Fort 
Smith gave 


notice of reconsideration in the 
House and Sen. Oscar Alagood 
of Little 
Rock gave notice in 


the Senate.

the bills, the cities 


could 
hold local option elec- 


tions 
to permit 
the sale of 


mixed 
drinks 
in restaurants 


with a seating capacity of 50 
or more and in hotels with 50 
or more rooms. 


Gov. 
Winthrop

has said he favors the legisla- 
tion in order to attract tourists 
and conventions to the cities. 


Opponents, 
however, 
hinted 


that they saw the bill as an 
attempt by liquor interests to 
clear the way for broader le- 
galization.

"All I would like to do is gath-

Focf Remains 
Communism 
Unpredictable 


WASHINGTON (AP)- George 


F. Kennan is a good example of 
how the world has changed in 20 
years. It's not so tense but it's 
still puzzled, even if Kennan 
doesn't seem to be. 


In 1947 Kennan — signing him- 


self "Mr. X"-suggested in the 
magazine Foreign Affairs that 
the United States halt commu- 
nism by adopting a tough, go- 
no-further policy. He was then 
director of the State Depart- 
ment's policy planning staff. 


The United States adopted the 


policy, which goes under the 
nice-Nellie 
name 
"Contain- 


ment," 
and has 
followed 
It 


since. 


In 1947 Stalin was still alive 


and the Chinese Communists 
were only two years away from 
taking over the China mainland. 
Gone was any postwar hope that 
East-West problems could be 
settled by sweet reasonableness. 


The Soviet Union had gobbled 


up the East European countries, 
turning them into a batch of 
communized, subservient satel- 
lites. The Soviets were pressur- 
ing Turkey. Red guerrillas had 
tried to take over Greece. And 
the 
U.S.S.R. was using West 


European Communist parties to 
work their way in France and 
Italy. 


It was a tense, grim, dark 


time. But the idea of getting 
tough with the Soviets wasn't 
new with Kennan. He happened 
to speak up at the right time to 
get action. 


As early as 1945, fed up with 


Stalin, President Harry S Tru- 
man said it was time to stop 
babying the Soviets. And Win- 
ston Churchill, in his "iron cur- 
tain" speech of 1946, urged the 
West to stop the U.S.S.R. In its 
tracks. 


Kennan regarded his 
"con- 


tainment" proposal as a tempo- 
rary necessity. He was optimis- 
tic about the future. He thought 
that if this country put the So- 
viets 
under enough pressure 


they would eventually be forced 
into moderation. The "gradual 
mellowing of Soviet power," he 
called it. 


The United States created the 


Marshal Plan for bailing West- 


nist world. 


He thinks now the 
United 


States may be able to deal with 
the U.S.S.R. peacefully. To that 
extent, his hope of 20 years ago 
that the Soviets would mellow a 
bit has turned out to be true. 


Nevertheless, the unpredict- ' 


ability of communism is a puz- 
zle, 
and even though Kennen 


seems optimistic, not even he 
can be positive that in another ' 
day and under new circum- 
stances the Soviet Union won't 
revert to what it was in an ear- 
lier day. 
Best Hope for 
West Is the 
Age of Mao 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Soviets and the Chinese Com- 
munists each took about 17 
years to digest their revolutions,; 
and then they had convulsions. 
For another 19 years, the So- 
viets were In Doctor Stalin's 
sickbed. 


The 
Chinese 
may recover 


sooner because of the difference 
in 
age 
between 
Stalin 
and 


Doctor 
Mao Tse-tung at the' 


time of the convulsions. Mao is 
an old man. Therein lies, per- 
haps, the West's best hope for 
the future. 


The murder of a party friend 


in 1934— 17 years after the Bol- 
shevik 
revolution— gave Stalin 


the take-off point for wiping out 
any possible opposition in the 
bloody purges of the 1930s. 


He was 55 when the purges 


began and he remained In total 
control another 19 years until 
his death In 1953, although his 
energy and ambitions were dis- 
tracted and much consumed by 
World War n. 


If there had been no war, the 


U.S.S.R. might have been dif- 
ferent now, and the world also. 
Certainly if Stalin had lasted 
longer, the Soviets would have 
been 
slower 
turning 
toward 


more moderation. 


He had one policy: Progress 


for the U.S.S.R. And it made 
progress, industrially and scien- 
tifically. But the people paid the 
price In lives, sacrifices and 
suppression. 


In 1966, Mao, 17 years after 


his Red Chinese took over main- 
land China, began his rampage 
against some of his old asso- 
ciates and the new bureaucracy.

Jacoby and Son" we point out 
that there are certain hands 
where the Blackwood conven- 
tion is no help in slam bidding 
and we give two don'ts in con-

These are: 


1. Don't u s e Blackwood 


when you hold a worthless 
doubleton in an unbid suit. 


2. Don't use Blackwood un- 


less you are prepared to bid 
a slam if your partner's re- 
sponse shows that your side 
holds three aces. 


These two don'ts are both 


apparent in today's hand. 


South has a big hand op- 


posite his partner's opening 
bid. He shows it by jumping 
to two spades and is delighted 
to find that his partner can 
raise him. If he believes in the 
use of Blackwood and nothing 
else he can bid four no-trump. 
North will show one ace and 
South will have no idea about 
whether he can or can't make 
a slam. If he does bid six and 
West opens a diamond, as is 
most likely, the defense will 
take the first two tricks.

Nevertheless, Johnson was ap» 


plauded by police and city offi- 
cials from coast to coast last 
month when he disclosed he 
would offer a nationwide pro* 
gram for crime prevention. 


When Johnson vetoed the Dis* 


tflet's anticrime bill - a highly 
controversial measure before It 
ever reached him — he ex* 
plained he thought It would cre- 
ate 
more problems than It 


solved and would be fought In 
courts for years. 


Anticipating the usual com* 


plaint of federal interference in 
local affairs if his new anti- 
crime program became law, 
Johnson In a special message to 
Congress Monday explained why 
he was suggesting it. 


He said it this way: Crime 


control is mainly a local prob- 
lem, but so are health and edu- 
cation. Yet the federal govern- 
ment has had to help local gov- 
ernments on health and educa- 
tion and should do the same 
about crime since maintaining 
public order is the "first busi- 
ness of government." 


He is asking Congress for $350 


million over two years to help 
the states and cities with plan- 
ning, research and pilot proj- 
ects, with the federal govern- 
ment paying about 90 per cent 
of the cost in this phase of the 
program.

Colombia's 
Quake Toll 
Now at 65 


By DANIEL HARKER 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) - 


The toll of dead in Colombia's 
earthquakes rose to 65 Thursday 
night with the state of Huila, a 
center of political violence and 
banditry for the past 15 years, 
the hardest hit. 


Police said 46 were dead and 


220 injured in Huila, the mining 
and ranching region of 250,000 
persons 200 miles southwest of 
Bogota. Some villages were re- 
ported In ruins. 


More than 300 persons were 


reported injured throughout the 
nation. 


As 
reports of 
destructlor 


reached the capital, the govern- 
ment declared a state of emer- 
gency and ordered reconstruc- 
tion of damaged buildings worth 
millions of dollars. 


Red Cross and army emer- 


gency teams were organized. 
Interior Minister Misael Pastra- 
na Borreo was sent to direct 
relief efforts In Huila. 


The interior ministry said two 


shocks Thursday morning were 
the worst ever felt In Colombia. 
One measured seven to eight on 
a 12-point scale. A third tremor 
followed six hours later. 


Incidents of mass terror and 


individual bravery were report- 
ed in Bogota, where 13 Colom- 
bians were killed, including two 
children. A teacher was said to 
have rescued 40 children from a 
school in which a falling wall 
killed his wife and mother-in- 
law.
